G.S.R. 693.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso tp artcile 309 of the Constitution and 
in supersession of the National Police Academy 
(Librarian Grade III) Recruitment Rules, 1974 
except as respects things done or omitted to he done 
before such supersession, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the 
post of Librarian Grade III in the Sardar VaJlabh Bhai 
Patel National Police Academy, Hyderabad, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Sardar Vallabh Bhai Patel National Police 
Academy, Hyderabad (Librarian Grade IH) Recruitment 
Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 'date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said posts, its classification and the scales of 
pay attached thereto shall be specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of Recruitment, age limit, qualification etc.— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age liimt, quali¬ 
fications and other matters relating ther to shall be as 
specified in column» 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to any of the said post: 

Provided that, the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permisibl© under the personal Jaw 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it 
may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons, 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concession required to bd 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of person* in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

A degree in Forestry or Statistics has been included as 
one ot the educational qualifications for admission to the 
Indian Forest Service examination to be conducted by the 
Union Public Service Commission in the year 1988. The 
'Notice’ for the ensuing examination has been issued on 
this basis by the Union Public Service Commission. Corres¬ 
pondingly, the ‘Rules’ governing the conduct of the above 
examination have also been notified on the same basis, by 
tlio Ministry of Environment and Forests. The Gazette 
notifications of the ‘Notice’ and the ‘Rule*’ foi the exami¬ 
nation have been published in the Gazette on the 30th 
January, 1988. 

2. The rules for the conduct of the Indian Forest Service 
examinations drive authoiity from the Indian Forest Service 
(Appointment by Competitive Examination) Regulations, 
1967. To lend authority to the ‘Notice and the ‘Rules’ for 
the examination to be conducted in the year, 1988, it it 
necessary to amend the provisions of the statutory Regula¬ 
tions of 1967 appropriately. 

3. In order to amend the Regulations of 1967, consulta¬ 
tion with the 22 State Governments participating in the 
Indian Forest Service is necessary. The process of consul¬ 
tation with the State Governments, and arriving at a de¬ 
cision taking into account their opinions, which are mostly 
in affirmative, has just been completed. 

4. In. the above circumstances, it has been essential to 
give retrospective effect' to the abov 0 amendments to the 
Regulations of 1967. It is certified that no person is likely 
to be adversely a/Tected by this Notification being given re¬ 
trospective effect.
